Mr, Senilin^introduced a bill to amend 
tliu act for the protection of cuttle 
ranges, Keau-'a first time; 'second read- 
ing on Friday, ' ' ' 

TO AMKNl) THE CO-MPANIES' ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie iiili-odiiccd u bill to 
uiiieiiil the t'onipaniea' Act, which 
pa.i.si.'d its lir.st reading and was set 
down for ii ni-couil rending on Friday. 

UOl.U.MBlA AND KOOTKSAY ItAIl.WAV. 

Col. Baker, in moving the second 
reading of the bill respecting the Co- 
lumbia and Kooteuay railway, reniut ked 
that this was the third time that be in 
the House had taken charge of it, Not 
withstauding the liberal grants of lands 
they had received from the go\cniriiciit, 
tliay hud so far failed to carry out the 
terms of the contract. This fact proved 
the great difficulty of inducing cupilal- 
i.ii s lo invest onpitttl in Uritish Coliiiii- 
bi i laiKvay oiilerprisos, notwitlistiuid- 
iir.; Uic j;i-rat advantages of the country; 
i.iiil sliiiueil thai increa.sed etl'ort should 
In- iiiacle 111 imhicc tlie ronst ruction of 
I'ailwa}- lines c.i)jalilc of ilevelopiiiL; the 
iialivi" rc-ouici's of t lie inoviinjc. Al- 
though tliu proinotei-s bad so far failed 
lo build llic road, there ^^■a.s nii othei' 
company in the lield, and no liiu in liail 
been done by the previous appcaraiioc of 
Ibis bill in the House; ; in fact it had 
liroii(,dit a small aiiiontit of revenue into 
llie provincial treasury. Hi; hoped that 
the bill would produce beiielicial results. 
Tlie line was a short one iiiid u ve.iy 
short period had been lixed for building 
it in ; and while hb could not positively 
promise tlmt it would be construct eil 
this yi-iu' tlii.TC was a very Htroii},' proba- 
bility of this beiiiu (lone. 

Hon. -Mr. Ileiiveii said tliat this liill 
w as ail old friend iu the House, but it 
coiitiiiiied one extraordinary clause 
which ho was surprised to see had p.xss- 
ed the Private liills Committee. The 
21st section suid that "the conijiany 
shall begin substantial work within 
three nioiitbs, ui)d that the road shall 
bo completed prior to the 3Ut of De- 
cember, 1 800, bat that the Lieut. -Uov- 
eruor-in-Conncil shall have power to ex- 
tend tho time should it be deemed ad 
visable." This ebuse, Hon. Mr. 
Beaven contended, gave .a perpetual 
charter at the pleasure of the Jjieut.- 
<i<ivcriior in-Council, if they choae to 
act under it. He favored the construc- 
tion of the road and tho incorpor.itioii 
of the ' .■■■.j' .'. coiiipaiiy, but under pro- 
pe." 1 e-,1 1'ictioiis. 

Hon. .Mr. Kolison replied. TFo nc- 
kiiowlcilgeil that it was a little uuu.sual 
to place siii.'li a clause aa tlio oiij re- 
fci-ieil to by the lion, leader of the op. 
liohiciiin in a railway bill. ll was not 
considured iiiiusu.il nor nioiist rous, how- 
ever, to place even greater powers in 
the bands of llic Licnl.-I bivernor-iii- 
Council. The proiiiolcis of the road re- 
ferred to in tho bill before the House 
were going to do all in their power to 
coiiipletii the road in the remarkably 
abort spiiee of time of one season. They 
had iiuicli, of course, to contend 
against in the way of engineering dilii- 
culties und bad weather, or ditliculties 
in the transportation of stores and sup- 
plies, yet lie thought unless some un- 
foreseen diflieulty presented itself t he 
company would accomplish llie cmi- 
struction of the road within the time 
specified. The government would de- 
mand a substantial cash deposit to se- 
cure the vigorous prosecution of tho 
work, but the company, ot course, if 
prevented by unforeseen causes from 
completing the road within the sped- 
fieri lime, wi.slied u saving clause, as the 
one referred lo by the leader ol tho op- 
])osiiioii, by which they might iirotcct 
llieiii.selves. The Governor-iii-< 'ouiicil 
was responsible to the House anil the 
people, and would not dare to grant 
an exli'usion if the company 
f.iiled lo use all diligence and 
displ.iy the ulmosl energy in the pro- 
secution of the work; they u-ould on the 
conlrary at once cause the cash deposit 

10 pass into the provincial treasury. A 
wagon road or a railway, the one or ihe 
other, was an absolute nccc.^sily in the 
region which it was propoacil lo tra- 
verse and he thought all would agree 
thai llie railway was more desirable. It 
would be limit by private ca)iilal, iiol 
costing the couiilry directly om- dollar, 
and would iiiucli bclli-r iiieel the needs 
of the ilistriet than a wagon road possi- 
bly riiulil. The coiiipaiiy -were thor- 
oughly in earnest in regard to building 
the railway and building it iu a single 
season and tho House should do ill in its 
power to encourage them; the construc- 
tion of the railway would prove a most 
important fnclor in developing tho rich 
mineral reaouiccs of the region, and de- 
veloping them for the beiielil of British 
Colunibiii and not the country aeroas 
tho border. 

The hill passed its second reading, 
and was committed, with Mr. Mason in 
tho chair. 

In coinniittcc, the power of the Lieut, 
tlovernor iu council in regmd to exten- 
sion of charter privileges was liinited to 
one yonr; and Col. i5akcr aniumiiced 
that tho road would he 29 miles in 
leiig-tli, and either broad or narrow 
giiage at tlio option of tho company. 

The bill was reported complete, with 
ameiidiiu!iitH.

of the ".Medical Act 

" '.i'y. Any hoinu-opat hie physician 
holding a ili|)loiiia of i|ualiliciition from 
any authorized school or college requir- 
ing a ibree ycaiH' i.-ourse of study may 
be registered tiniler this act, and sucli 
lioiiiiiopatbic physician shall not be 
bound lo pass tlie exaiiiinatioii required 
by section 2U of this not, hut in lieu of 
such cxaiiiiiiatioii he shall pass, before 
tho couneil, or such of them as may be 
appointed for that purpose, a satisfac- 
tory exaniiualion in the following sub- 
jects, viz; Anatomy, |)hysiology, patho- 
logy, chemistry, obstetrics and surgery." 

'The lion. AUoriioy-deiieral said that 
the object of his amendment was to 
place all medical practitioners upon an 
equal footing. Tho subjects named were 
common to both schools of medicine, 
und the incorporation of the amend- 
ment in the bill would be equally just 
to alL The act was not retrospective 
and would not aficct the homoeopaths 
who had already come into the jirovince. 

The amendment was passed, and the 
report on the whole bill was adopted. 
The bill passed its limil reading. 

Sl'PRBUK COUaT BILL. 

Th9 report on the Supreme Courts 
Amendment Bill (Mr. Ladner) was 
adopted, und the bill passed its third 
and final reading. 

HOMESTEAD lULL. 

Mr. Smith moved the second reading 
of the Homestc-id Act Amendment Bill. 
He hud no doubt that the original 
framers of the Homestead Act had care- 
fully studied the questions involved and 
stttislied themselves of the necessity of 
such a measure. If admitted a iieccs- 
snry measure, however, people entitled 
to homestead exemption might he en- 
abled to avail themselves of the privil- 
eges provided at the least possible cost 
to themselves.

Mkmi'IIIs, Tenii., Feb. 25. — Wind 
storms of cyclonic proportions, uccom- 
panied by hail and rain, swept over this 
section of the country yesterday, doing 
an immense amount of damage to pro- 
perty and causing the loss of ut least one - 
life iu this city. The storm was severe, 
but no gruat damage resulted. At 
Brownsville, Tcnn., almost every build- 
ing in tho public square was unroofed, 
ami scores of residences wore dismantled 
and aro iu ruins. While the storm 
raged the rain fell in torrents, and great 
damage was caused to many stocks of 
goods. Some of the business houses 
that suffered were the following: King's 
hardware store, .Mann's opera house, 
Cause's photography gallery, Brewer's 
grocery store, Hotchkiss & Lyle's dry 
goods, Scott & LordV drug store, Win- 
stonAiWilder'sdrygoods and cotton com- 
pany,' Jewish Synagogue, the .VIethodist 
Church and the court house w ere also 
unroofed and otherwise damaged. 'The 
loss will exceed §,'10,000. A tree full 
across the house of Mrs. Jas. Cooper, 
crushing it, killing her and badly in- 
juring two children. At Marianne, 
Ark., the new Christian Church was 
completely demolished. Leaser's cotton 
shed was blown away, and several other 
buildings were unroofed. About three 
miles from the town a negro school 
liiiiise, containing sixty-live children, 
was blown from its foiiiulations. bill no 
onewHshurl. While thcrix erat Hatesvillo 
Ark., rose eight feet in a few hours, wash- 
ing away the culverts and badly delay- 
ing trains, three houses were blown 
down near Riverside and iseveral build- 
ings were crushed in tho southwestern 
part of the county. The old obaerva- 
lory on the sunmiit of Hot Springs 
mountain was leveled to the grouua. 
Between Hot Sp-iiiga and Wichita 
river many farm housci were torn to 
atoms, and it ij fen-.d that several 
lives were lo3t. C m^iiderablo damage 
was done Ut buililiiig-i and fences at 
Little Rock and Alexandra. Near the 
latter place ihe sclnnl ho:is.j was blown 
duwu uiiJ nine childion injured.

What has been clearly revealed by 
the correspondence laid on the table ol 
the House of Commons, relative to the 
calling of tlio China steamers at \'ic- 
toria, is nothing more than what has 
.teen believed by all who observed the 
relactance with which the requeat oi 
"Victoria was even listened to by t he 
authorities at Ottawa. It was ciuiiu 
evident lluit tliuy were prejudicei 
against Victoria from tlie very lirst am 
gave a ready ear to llie objections and 
auggustions of those who were all along 
oppoaed to the steainshipa calling at this 
port. They would give the people of this 
' city no assurance that the steamers 
would call at Victoria. They made no 

, promise. They desired it to be thought 
here that the Doniiiiion Uovurmnunt 
had no voice in the matter, that tli 
management of the whole service was in 
'the' hands of the Imperial authorities. 
''When it was pointed out that the Do- 
minion Govermnint whicli contributes 
quite a large proportion of the subsidy, 
should have some intluence in the mat- 
ter no answer that was at all sutisfii 
tory waa received, it waa evident that 
the whole business bud been settled with 
out a moment's coliaideration having 
'^been given to Victoria's claims. Tin 
information contained in the corres 
' poudencu brought down therefore does 
not surprise any one who had watched 
the progress of the negotiations. Vic- 
toria's claims have been ignored, her 
reasonable request and th4t of the Fro- 
"yincial Government have received no 
consideration whatever. Hostile 
fluences in Ottawa ami London have 
been too strcmg for \'i'.;toria. 

There is, houever, reason to believe 
that tliisx;ity will receive better treat 
ment at tlie hands of the Canadian Pa 
cific Company, the Other party to the 
contract, than has been accorded 
her by cither the Dominion Government 
or the Tin perial Postoflice authorities. The 
word of the President of that Company 
has been given that if the proper dock 
acconiinodatioii is provided the Chin 
■ steamers will call at Victoria ou their 
voyages outwards and inwards. ^\'o 
have no iloubl that Mr. Van Horne will 
act in grpud faitii with this city. lie 
will do what he luia promised ptovidec 
the conilitions as to the wharf accoiii 
modiitiona he stipulates for are com 
plied with. We are pleased to see that 
the changes necessiiry to give th 
qeean 'steamships the dockage they 

" need have been already com 
menced. It is not pleasant to obtaii 
as a inaller uf i.wnv wlial this city 
should be in a position to demand 
right, still it is encouraging to know 
that Victoria is not to be left out in the 

' -oold after all, which would faiava been 
the case if the compliance with the 
earnestly and fretjneiillye.xpresscd wiahe.-i 
of its eitiy.ena depended upon the g 
olllix's of tlic (lovi rnmeiit at Ottawa, 

We are um at all surpi i^eu to learn 
that .Mr. Prior waa indignant when he 
read the correspondence. He had don^ 
nil that he could to prevail upon the

SIB JOHN MAODONALD'ti 
STAND. 

Sir iJohn Macdnmihl spoke lowaril.'- 
thc close of the delate on .Mr. .Mc- 
Carthy's liill. He followed Mr. I.aui icr, 
who had, wo think, injudiciously given 
a party coloriug to his speech. A con. 
sldcrablo part of tho Premier's apceeh 
was in reply to the Leader of the Oppo- 
Hitioii's relli'i liona on the Con.'^erval ivi' 
I'arty. Having coinpleled liis ilefenc. 
of lho paiiy lo w 'lich he belongs, .Su 
Jonn dealt iiitli the subject iiiiilur 'lis 
oussion on general grounds. Ho ceased 
to be a party louder, and ho became 
•imply a patriotic Canadian. In the 
course of his remarks he said:- -- 

"Tbe reason why I oppose tho bill of 
my hon. friend to-day is for the sume 
reason a« the other, beoause thotbill, 



f[ Every^, ihinking.inah knovva that Sir 
John and the eminent Liberals whose 
views he quoted and endorsed see Ihf. 
attempt which 'Mr. McCarthy made in 
ita true light. Tho success of that at- 
tempt would bo most unfortunate for 
Caiiadu. It would certainly inaugurate 
an era ot Strife and bitter eon- 
lention, 'whioh' could end only in the 
.lisruption of the confederacy. Can- 
ada is not Kussin. It has no iin- 
niense standing army lo keep down agi- 
tation and to prevent the ex|n cssioii of 
liscontcnt by brute force. No one who 
i not completely blind and plu'nonieii- 
lly alupid could expect that the 
I'Vench minority iu tho Dominion would 
[uietly submit to have their language 
put under the ban of the law. The 
iovermiient wliicli woulil consent to 
ho passage of a law which forbade the 
itHcial use of the French language in 
this Dominion must be prepared to ha\ c 
it enforced at the point of tho bayonet.

language I learned ut my mother's knee 
13 I cling to the life she gave me," 

Sir John Macdonold, who under- 
itandg tho nature of the Prenjli-Cana- 
liana as well aa any man living, kin.'W 
that what Mr. Daltou .McCarthy was 
ittenipting was impossible and th..t the 
attempt, if persisted in, would lead lo 
discord. He knew, too, whether they 
were formally permitted to do so or not, 
the people of the Northwest wonhl take 
the settlement of the language (piestion 
into their own hands. With a patriotic 
.Icsire for peace and with tho foresight 
for which he has always been remark- 
.iblc, he advocated taking the question 
out of the sphere of Federal politics and 
[daciiig it within the power of the local 
■cgislature. The closing remarks of his 
speech were tlie following: 

"This is a measure of ])eace, and a 
measure for the time only, and uiulerall 
nrcunistaneea the fact that thi.-y are nut 
yet a province is of very link; l oiise- 
ipience. Whether they are called a 
province or territory they have rights as 
liritisb subjects. Whether they occu- 
py a territory or a proviuue if they want 
to use the l'"rencli language they should 
;ie allowed to use it, If they want to 
use the English language they slunild 
I'e allowed to use it, and it 
-hi.iuld be left to tlnniselv.-.;. 
If there i- anytldng iitl.icliin:.' 
lo a niea.-,ure of this kind, if tliere i- 
inything fiii iher than a mere siatement 
respecting language, if there ia any im- 
proper legislation aitache<l to this, there 
IS the remedy which has been provided, 
and which this House has and the 
Government has to check, improper 
legislation or any exceeding of their 
powers constituting themselves a con- 
stituent aB.scmbly instead of n legislative 
body as they are now. These are my 
sentiments, Mr. Speaker, although 
somewhat crudely expressed, and I 
would ask niy hon. friends opposite to 
weigh the matter calmly and carefully 
and see if this just measure of peace 
should not bo adopted, and tho whole 
fpieslion, in niy opinion, would be end 
lorover. { Loud cheers. )" 

It is too much to hope thot the ques- 
tion has been ended forever, but if the 
leading men of the Dominion continue 
to act as they have acted since this race 
uid religious ciuestiun liaj Ijcen L^ruiiglu 
before Parliament, the short-siglit;ed ami 
intolerant agitators, although ihey can 
''auso disturbance and create anxiety, 
can never do the country permanent 
harm.

.vhen lie receivea his iiifoniiatioii Hccoiid- 
nnd. The young Minister of Marine 
laa evidently yet to learn that the lish- 
ing interests on this ^ido of the conti- 
nent are almost, if not quite, as impor- 
tant and as well worthy of his personal 
sin iiervision as those on the shores of 
tlie Atlantic. Tlie interests involved in

Aid. Smith, chairman of the water

-rrtion made in the communication 
whir'h could not lie vn ifictl. The CO m- 
inissioiicr stated that the water commit- 
tee wanted to dil eci allairs by "the rule 
of tliiinib." He (Aid. Smilh) knew 
what v.as referred to. There had been 
a resolution |ias-ed direcling the com- 
missinner lo apply by reiiuisition for all 
supplies rei|iiireii to the Mimniittee. He 
was sorry lo say tlial althnugli many 
people thought that the water works of 
\'irioiia were in an ellicienl comlitioii 
,il the present lime, such was not the 
case. Aid. Robinson and himself h.id 
visited iho dam a few days ago, ami 
they found that for the last two years 
not one shovelful of sand or one ])iece of 
charcoal had been put into llio lilter 
beds. .-Vt the present time the bed 
rock and gravel was exposed. It was a 
fact that there was no liltratioii of the 
water at the present time. It was pos- 
sible that the filtration was sutiicieiitly 
perfect to keep the fish oulof the mains, 
i.s well turn the mains direct into Boaver 
but this WHS about all. They might just 
Lakeand jiut a sieve at the mouth to filter 
the water as it entered. It was true 
that the city had a 16-incfa main, but 
bi forr put ling il down the commissioner 
should have provided sufficient filter 
_'inunil to purify all water passing 
tliriiugh it.

He held liial in 
nrdei- lo make the water works pay, 
every department in conneclion ihere- 
wilb should be run with the great 
eat economy combined wilh elliciency. 
This had been tho endeavor of the com 
mittee up to tho present time. Kefoir 
the passage of the resolution, at the 
special meeting on Thursday night, all 
Mijiplics for the water works had been 
ordered by the commissioner, and the 

oiji mittee had not been consulted. As 
!i iirmun of the committee, he refused 
lo be responsible for the indebtednes. 
of llie water works if the commissioner 
ii.id ciu te blanche in ordering siipplie-.. 
I'lie riiiiiini-sinnrr was not i espoirsible 
to the r,ili,-|i,iyeis, and the commitlee 
u.is. The nii'lter was purely a liiisiness 
one. The I onimissioiier had tohl him 
I Aid. SniHh) poiiil blank that unless he 
ii-reivr.i an Ol ilrr from the Council lie 
uiiulil mil Ol der any supplirs by requisi- 
Iinii. In I . g.u d to the .ipiiointnient of 
a fnreniaii, lie(,\ld. Smith) coiihl never 
get along « lib the waler cominissionei 
if ho insisled on having enlire conliol 
over llie foreman.

SIcKiUieaii, continuiir.;,s.aid thai 
an attempt was being made to take 
from I he commissioner rights tind pow- 
ers declared to be bia by the Act. He 
under-tiaiil his business and was carry- 
ing on the system .and perfecting it sat- 
isfactorily to tho ratepayei s of Victoria. 
The forcinau whom Aid. iSiiiith bad in- 
troduced a by-liiw to appoint had 
long been acting under the water coui- 
niissioner, but tho cliairmun of the coni- 
niittec now desired to remove him from 
his position under Ibe coiiiiuisaioner and 
place him under the direction of tho 
eommitlee.
